the Enemy, But Yankee 
Pluck Is Winning, 


Malinta Fals Into Our Hands— 
Rebels Evacuate and Burn 
Town of Malabon. 


Our Loss So Far Is 45 Killed and 145 
Wounded—Enormous Loss 
of the Enemy. 


Manila, March 27.—The United States 
troops under Brig. Gen. Lloyd Wheaton 
captured the town of Malinta, beyond the 
Tulihan river, Sunday after a sharp fight. 
Col. Harry C. Egbert, of the Twenty-sec- 
ond regular infantry, was killed. Prince 
Lowenstein, formerly aid-de-camp on the 
staff of Brig. Gen. Miller at Iloilo, somehow 
got in front of the firing line and was shot 
in the side, dying almost instantly. _ A Ger- 
man who accompanied him was wounded. 

The American casualties Sunday were 
much lighter than those of Saturday, the 
total losses thus far reported since the 
engagement commenced being 45 killed and 
145 wounded. 

. * Malinta Captured. 

Gen. Wheaton entered Malinta, which is 
a small village of huts, at one o’clock Sun- 
day afternoon. The insurgents made a 
fierce resistance to the American advance 
up the railroad to Malinta. In addition to 
the fatal wounding of Col. Egbert several 
men of the Twenty-second infantry and 
several of the Oregon and Kansas regi- 
ments were Killed. 

i Malabon Destroyed. 


The United States gunboat Helena and 
other gunboats have been shelling Mala- 
bon, about a mile northwest of Caloocan, 
for several hours. 

Evidently anticipating a bombardment 
by the fleet, a thousand rebels vacated Mal- 
abon Saturday night, leaving a few to burn 
the town. Gen. Wheaton’s brigade, com- 
posed of the Second Oregon regiment and 
the Twenty-second and Third infantry, 
stretched out along the railroad from Ca- 
loocan to the Tuliahan river, was powerless 
to prevent the withdrawal, owing to the 
natural obstacles and to the strong oppo- 
sition. A column of smoke at daybreak 
was the first intimation of the enemy’s 
intentions, but others followed at various 
points, all soon blending in a dense bal- 
loon-shaped cloud. The flames of the burn- 
ing rice mills and large buildings could be 


plainly seen from Caloocan despite the 


strong sunlight. By 11 o’clock in the morn- 
ing the only building of importance not 
destroyed in the center of the town was a 
large stone church, but even at noon fresh 
fires were started among the native huts in 
the outskirts of Malabon, although the gen-

When the Americans were within about 
800 yards of the intrenchments, the Fili- 
pinos suddenly volleyed heavily. The Twen- 


ty-second, which was holding the center, | 


suffered considerably, but with the Oregons 
on the left and the Kansans on the right 
in the. woods, the fighting was kept up for 
half an hour, the Twenty-second infantry 
advancing up the slope, through the thick 
grass under the hottest fire. 

Gen. Wheaton and his staff were all the 
time under a rain of bullets. 

Col. Egberts Death. 


Col. Egbert, who was in the thickest of 
the fighting, was shot in the abdomen. He 
was placed on a stretcher, and an attempt 
was made to carry him to the cars, but he 
died on the way.

No Filipinos were found in the trenches.

Rebel Forces Cut in Two. 

At daylight Gen. Otis’ and Gen. Hall’s 
brigades advanced from La Loma church 
straight through the rebel lines, cutting the 
enemy’s force in two. 

Upon this occasion the rebels adopted the 
American tactics of holding their fire until 
the attackers were about 1,000 yards’ dis- 
tant. The rebels also fired lower than 
usual. The Americans fired volleys with 
terrible effect and then rushed forward 
cheering and carrying everything before 
them. 

Once through, Gen. McArthur’s division 
was swung to the left, driving the rebels 
away on all sides. 

Gen. Wheaton’s brigade, in accordance 


with instructions, remained in the trenches. | 


Before joining in the movement, at noon, 
Gen. Wheaton’s troops developed a strong 
opposition-between Malabon and the River 
Tuliahan. 

The brigades commanded by Gen. Har- 
rison Giay Otis ang Gern Lats advancegon 
Novaliches and Polo; Strongly éntrenched 
towns.

Was a Deliberate Murder. 
The murder of Westenhaver was delib- 
erate. The trouble began in the office of 


Justice Burgoin in Hoytsville Saturday. 


Attorney Westenhaver had brought suit 
against the Zeltners to recover $100 for 
legal services. At the noon adjournment 
of court Paul Zeltner walked up to Wes- 
tenhaver and demanded a letter bearing 
on the case. His attorney, Hood, sought to 
pacify him, saying the letter would be 
given to him by Westenhaver. 

“You bet it will,” responded Paul Zelt- 
ner, drawing his revolver. John Zeltner 
also drew a gun and the men began to fire 
at the attorney. 

Westenhaver, pleading for his life, start- 
ed for the door of the courtroom. As he 
passed out of the door a bullet hit him in 
the side and he fell to the ground. He 
arose and rushed out on to the pavement. 
The Zeltners passed out of the door and 
ran around the- courthouse in different di- 
rections. 

Paul Zeltner reached the wounded man 
first, and, stooping over, fired at him, the 


again, the second shot grazing his fore- 
head. Westenhaver raised himself on his 
arm, muttered “Don’t” and fell back 
dead. The two murderers then brandished 
their firearms at the crowd that had col- 
lected and started for their horses, which 
were tied near by. They mounted the ani- 
mals and started out of town ona gallop. 
They fired one or two shots into the air and 
rode to their homes, about three miles 
from Hoytsville, where they sought refuge 
in the cellar. 

The police at Toledo, Bowling Green and 
other towns were notified of the shooting 
and a posse was quickly formed to capture 
the two men. In less than an hour 500 men 
had gathered from all parts of the county. 
n ¢€ ort was made to parley with the two 
men in the cellar, but a rifle bullet was their 
only response. Then a party of 25 men 
made an attack on the house. As soon as 


the attacking party got within firing dis- 


tance they fired a volley at the windows 
in the cellar. There was no reply until 
the smoke had cleared away, and then 
came answering shots from the house, one 
of them taking effect in the stomach of 
Clarence Widenmeyer. 

Member of the Posse Killed. 


He fell to the ground and his comrades 
rushed to pick him up. Before they were 
able to remove him to a position of safety 
another bullet struck him in the head, 
killing him instantly. Shot after shot was 
fired at the cellar window, but as soon as 
the smoke cleared away answers would 
come from hitherto unlooked for places in 
the house. The besieged men seemed to 


-be well provided with repeating rifles. 


When the Zeltners learned that they had 
killed one of the attacking party they 
yelled derisively at their would-be captors, 
declaring they would kill themselves be- 
fore they would submit to arrest. 

About five o’clock the posse was taken 
charge of by Deputy Sheriff Roach, of Per- 
rysburg, who determined that the house 
should be attacked from four sides with 
the hope that if the men could not be dis- 
lodged some of the attacking party would 
gain ingress to the house and be able to 
fire it. The attack was to be made simul- 
taneously and the start was made when 
a shot was fired by the sheriff. The plans 
miscarried, for one of the Zeltners fired 
just about the time the sheriff was to 
shoot, and only a part of the posse made 
the start. Deputy Sheriff Farmer advanced 
on the house under cover of a hot fire from 
the attacking party. When he got within 
200 yards of the house and was obliged to 
drop back of a log to escape the Zeltners’ 
Farmer dared not move until 
after dark, and then he crawled to his 
friends. | 

Men Fire at Women. 

The sheriff asked two neighboring women 
to approach the house and attempt to per- 
suade the Zeltners to allow the children 
and women to depart. They parleyed a few 
minutes and the desperadoes fired point 
blank at the women.

Ohio Desperadoes, Besieged by a 
Mob, Give Themselves Up. 


MILITIA PREVENTS A- LYNCHING, 


They Deliberately Murder a Lawyer| 


in a Courtroom—Angry Citizens 
Chase Them to Their Home—One 
of Their Pursuers Slain. 


Toledo, O., March 27.—John and Paul 
Zoltner, who on Saturday murdered 
Attorney Westhaver, at Hoytsville, and 
after entrenching themselves in their 
house near that place defied arrest, 
were finally taken Sunday morning, and 
are now in jail at Bowling Green. 
Peaceable methods finally prevailed in 
the capture, although it is doubtful if 
the capture would have been effected 
except for the fact that the Zoltners 
were nearly out of ammunition, and 
they knew surrender was the only. 
method of saving themselves from an 
infuriated mob. 

The militia had planned to make a 
stand about daylight, and strict picket 
duty was maintained by the Bloomdale 
rifles all night, the men being stationed 
around the house at short intervals 
and at sufficient distance from the 
house to prevent the Zeltners from 
picking the men off. Several narrow 
escapes from bullets happened during 
the evening, for the Zeltners, being 
German sharpshooters, were picking 
out and shooting at everyone ventur-. 
ing within 500 yards.

came upon a blockhouse disguised as a 
hospital, across the river, after 
marching through the jungle.

Hampered by the thickness of the jungle, 
Gen, 
were frequently under a galling fire, and 
upon one occasion all of the officers except 
the generals dismounted, being overcome 
by the heat. There were many prostrations 
during the day. 

A Glorious Victory. 

The day was a glorious victory. The ford- 
ing of the river by the Kansas men and 
Third artillery, under terrific fire, was the 
most heroic and ertthralling spectacle of the 
war. There were solid lines of insurgents 
in trenches on the other bank. Their bul- 
lets cut limbs from the trees and beat up 
clouds of dust as the Third artillery and 
Kansas men boldly waded across the river 
and stormed a blockhouse of the enemy. 
The Kansas men almost swam, so deep was 
the water. They charged the trenches, 
dripping, with the utmost enthusiasm. It 
was such a charge as the Filipinos could 
make no stand against. They broke and 
ran for-the high ground. 


FATAL NIGHTMARE. 


A Tacoma Doctor Awakens from a 
Dream to Find That He Had 
Killed His) Wife. 


Tacoma, Wash., March 27.—Dr. 
Charles Corey shot and killed his wife 
Sunday morning while the two were 
asleep. Corey was ill, and his story of 
the affair is that he was laboring under 
anightmare, believing his wife was being 
pursued by a stranger who was intent 
on killing her. In his dream Corey says 
he followed the two from Tacoma to 
Washington, and just as he fancied the 
man was about to stab her, fired twice 
with his revolver. He awoke with a 
Start, to find himself sitting in bed with 
a smoking revolver in his hand. Corey 
had drawn his revolver from its place 
under his pillow, and killed his wife.

PASSED AWAY. 


Thomas C, Fletcher, Former Gov- 
ernor of Missouri, a Notable Man 
Years Ago, Dies in Washington.

Washington, March 27. — Ex-Gov. 
Fletcher, of Missouri, died at 3:50 
o’clock Saturday afternoon. 


[Thomas C. Fletcher was a notable figure 
in the political life of the southwest, hav- 
ing had the distinction of being the first 
abolition governor of a former slave state. 
He was born 72 years ago at Herculaneum, 
in Jefferson county, Mo. His father was a 
merchant with a goodly number of slaves, 
but, notwithstanding his slave surround- 
ings, young Fletcher became a stanch abo- 
litionist. At the outbreak of the civil war 
he enlisted with the union forces and 
served with distinction, and was elected 
the first governor of Missouri following

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Filipinos Continue to Fall 
Back Under Fierce On- 
slaught of Americans. 


Fighting Renewed with Vigor and 


Is Kept Up Throughout 
All of Sunday, 


Desperate Resistance Is Offered by 
the Enemy, But Yankee 
Pluck Is Winning, 


Malinta Falls Into Our Hands— 
Rebels Evacuate and Burn 
Town of Malabon. 


Our Loss So Far Is 45 Killed and 145 
Wounded—Enormous Loss 
of the Enemy. 


Manila, March 27.—The United States 
troops under Brig. Gen. Lloyd Wheaton 
captured the town of Malinta, beyond the 
Tulihan river, Sunday after a sharp fight. 
Col. Harry C. Egbert, of the Twenty-sec- 
ond regular infantry, was killed. Prince 


| Lowenstein, formerly aid-de-camp on the 


staff of Brig. Gen. Miller at Iloilo, somehow 
got in front of the firing line and was shot 
in the side, dying almost instantly. A Ger- 
man who accompanied him was wounded. 

The American casualties Sunday were 
much lighter than those of Saturday, the 
total losses thus far reported since the 
engagement commenced being 45 killed and 
145 wounded. 

<- Malinta Captured. 


Gen. Wheaton entered Malinta, which is 
a small village of huts, at one o’clock Sun- 
day afternoon. The insurgents made a 
fierce resistance to the American advance 
up the railroad to Malinta. In addition to 
the fatal wounding of Col. Egbert several 
men of the Twenty-second infantry and 
several of the Oregon and Kansas regi- 
ments were killed. 

i Malabon Destroyed. 


The United States gunboat Helena and 
other gunboats have been shelling Mala- 
bon, about a mile northwest of Caloocan, 
tor several hours. 

Evidently anticipating a bombardment 
by the fleet, a thousand rebels vacated Mal- 
abon Saturday night, leaving a few to burn 
the town. Gen. Wheaton’s brigade, com- 
posed of the Second Oregon regiment and 
the Twenty-second and Third infantry, 
stretched out along the railroad from Ca- 
loocan to the Tuliahan river, was powerless 
to prevent the withdrawal, owing to the 
natural obstacles and to the strong oppo- 
sition. A column of smoke at daybreak 
was the first intimation of the enemy’s 
intentions, but others followed at various 
points, all soon blending in a dense bal- 
loon-shaped cloud. The flames of the burn- 
ing rice mills and large buildings could be 
plainly seen from Caloocan despite the 
strong sunlight. By 11 o’clock in the morn- 
ing the only building of importance not 
destroyed in the center of the town was a 
large stone church, but even at noon fresh 
fires were started among the native huts in 
the outskirts of Malabon, although the gen- 
eral exodus took place much earlier. Many 
of the rebels sought refuge in the suburbs of 
Navotas and Casag, or were driven inland 
by the shells of the Helena, Callao, Ning- 
dapan and Laguna de Bay. 

The American Advance. 


‘In the meantime Gen. Wheaton’s brigade 


held the railroad to the river, but was un- | 
able either to repair the bridge, which had 


been destroyed by the enemy, or to ad- 
vance, owing to the opposition, and the 
hills on either side. 


The calculations of both Gen. Hale and | 
Gen. Harrison Gray Otis, whose brigades 


constituted Gen. MacArthur’s division, were 
much interfered with by the character of 


the country in front of both, and the enemy | 


was able to take advantage of this, so that 
the operations against Novaliches and Polo 


were delayed, though the right wing of 
the division swung out, sweeping the en- | 


emy in a northwesterly direction. 


Gen. Wheaton’s headquarters Saturday ! 


night was a half mile south of the river, on 


the railroad. The opposite bank was pro- . 


tected by a block house and intrenchments. 
Occasionally the artillery and infantry 
fired across the stream. Finally the en- 
gineers moved a construction train up to 
the bridge, the iron frame work of which 
remained, and began to replace the floor. 

While this was going on the Second Ore- 
gon regiment crossed the river on the left 
and the Twenty-second on the right, with 
four companies of the Twenty-third in- 
fantry supporting the latter regiment. A 
rising clear ground stretched away a dis- 
tance of half a mile to Malinta, situated on 
its crest. 

In front of the village were strong Fili- 
pino intrenchments, but no Filipinos were 
to be seen. Apparently they had fled. The 
Twenty-second approached diagonally, 
with Gen. Wheaton and his staff close be-

Was a Deliberate Murder. 
The murder of Westenhaver was delib- 
erate. The trouble began in the office of 


. Justice Burgoin in Hoytsville Saturday. 


Attorney Westenhaver had brought suit 
against the Zeltners to recover $100 for 
legal services. At the noon adjournment 
of court Paul Zeltner walked up to Wes- 
tenhaver and demanded a letter bearing 
on the case. His attorney, Hood, sought to 
pacify him, saying the letter would be 
given to him by Westenhaver. 

“You bet it will,” responded Paul Zelt- 
ner, drawing his revolver. John Zeltner 
also drew a gun and the men began to fire 
at the attorney. 

Westenhaver, pleading for his life, start- 
ed for the door of the courtroom. As he 
passed out of the door a bullet hit him in 
the side and he fell to the ground. He 
arose and rushed out on to the pavement. 
The Zeltners passed out of the door and 
ran around the~ courthouse in different di- 
rections. 

Paul Zeltner reached the wounded man 
first, and, stooping over, fired at him, the 
shot breaking the attorney’s arm: He fired 
again, the second shot grazing his fore- 
head. Westenhaver raised himself on his 
arm, muttered “Don’t” and fell back 
dead. The two murderers then brandished 
their firearms at the crowd that had col- 
lected and started for their horses, which 
were tied near by. They mounted the ani- 
mals and started out of town ona gallop. 
They fired one or two shots into the air and 
rode to their homes, about three miles 
from Hoytsville, where they sought refuge 
in the cellar. 

The police at Toledo, Bowling Green and 


other towns were notified of the shooting 


and a posse was quickly formed to capture 


the two men. In less than an hour 500 men 


had gathered from all parts of the county. 
+n ¢ “ort was made to parley with the two 
meii in the cellar, but a rifle bullet was their 
only response. Then a party of 25 men 
made an attack on the house. As soon as 
the attacking party got within firing dis- 
tance they fired a volley at the windows 
in the cellar. There was no reply until 
the smoke had cleared away, and then 
came answering shots from the house, one 
of them taking effect in the stomach of 
Clarence Widenmeyer. 
Member of the Posse Killed. 


He fell to the ground and his comrades 
rushed to pick him up. Before they were 
able to remove him to a position of safety 
another bullet struck him in the head, 
killing him instantly. Shot after shot was 
fired at the cellar window, but as soon as 
the smoke cleared away answers would 
come from hitherto unlooked for places in 
the house. The besieged men seemed to 
be well provided with ‘repeating rifles. 
When the Zeltners learned that they had 
killed one of the attacking party they 
yelled derisively at their would-be captors, 
declaring they would kill thémselves be- 
fore they would submit to arrest. 

About five o’clock the posse was taken 
charge of by Deputy Sheriff Roach, of Per- 
rysburg, who determined that the house 
should be attacked from four sides with 
the hope that if the men could not be dis- 
lodged some of the attacking party would 
gain ingress to the house and be able to 
fire it. The attack was to be made simul- 
taneously and the start was made when 
a shot was fired by the sheriff. The plans 
miscarried, for one of the Zeltners fired 
just about the time the sheriff was to 
shoot, and only a part of the posse made 
the start. Deputy Sheriff Farmer advanced 
on the house under cover of a hot fire from 
the attacking party. When he got within 
200 yards of the house and was obliged to 
drop back of a log to escape the Zeltners’ 
bullets. Farmer dared not move until 
after dark, and then he crawled to his 
friends. 

Men Fire at Women. 

The sheriff asked two neighboring women 
to approach the house and attempt to per- 
suade the Zeltners to allow the children 
and women to depart. They parleyed a-few 
minutes and the desperadoes fired point 
blank at the women.

Tacoma, Wash., March  27.—Dr. 
Charles Corey shot and killed his wife 
Sunday morning while the two were 
asleep. Corey was ill, and his story of 
the affair is that he was laboring under 
anightmare, believing his wife was being 
pursued by a stranger who was intent 
on killing her. In his dream Corey says 
he followed the two from Tacoma to 
Washington, and just as he fancied the 
man was about to stab her, fired twice 
with his revolver. He awoke with a 
start, to find himself sitting in bed with 
a smoking revolver in his hand. Corey 
had drawn his revolver from its place 
under his pillow, and killed his wife.

down. The Zeltners offered no resist- 
ance to their approach, and they were 
admitted to the house. Mr. Riggs 
plainly told them that the militia was 
ready to make an attack on the house, 
and that they would be compelled to 
surrender, and they had better give up 
peaceably. The Zeltners seemed not 
disposed at first to give up, and stated 
that they feared the mob, 200 of which 
remained till that time. They tried to 
induce Mr. Riggs to accompany them 
through the timber, but he refused, and 
they were told they would not be mo- 
lested if they gave up their arms and 
accompanied him to jail. After halfan 
hour’s talk they agreed, and Sheriff 
Kingsbury was notified. He at once 
made arrangements to afford the Zelt- 
ners the protection of the militia, and 
a special train was ordered to Custer to 
convey the men to jail. The Zeltners 
gave up their arms. Eachwas provided 
with a Marlin rifle and a Smith & Wes- 
ton revolver. There were 75 rounds of 
Marlin ammunition and two boxes of 
revolver cartridges left in the house. 

Taken to Jail. 


The men were taken from the house 
and conveyed to the train and under the 
protection of the militia and Sheriff 
Kingsbury, ex-Sheriff Riggs, and Depu- 
ties Alf Farmer and Andy Roach they 
were taken to the Bowling Green jail 
without molestation. A crowd of about 
1,000 people met the train, but there was 
no demonstration. At the jail the Zelt- 
ners were very reticent and did not care 
to talk of the matter, only that they ex- 
pressed regret at the death of Clarence 
Wettenmyer, who was killed in attack- 
ing the house. 

It is not thought there will be any 
trouble from a mob, as the city of Bowl- 
ing Green is quiet and nearly everybody 
is disposed to let the law take its course, 
but extra precautions have been taken 
in case any trouble occurs.

PASSED AWAY. 


Thomas C. Fletcher, Former Gov- 
ernor of Missouri, a Notable Man 
Years Ago, Dies in Washington. 


Washington, March 27. — Ex-Gov. 
Fletcher, of Missouri, died at 3:50 
o’clock Saturday afternoon. 


[Thomas C. Fletcher was a notable figure 
in the political life of the southwest, hav- 
ing had the distinction of being the first 
abolition governor of a former slave state. 
He was born 72 years ago at Herculaneum, 
in Jefferson county, Mo. His father was a 
merchant with a goodly number of slaves, 
but, notwithstanding his slave surround- 
ings, young Fletcher became a stanch abo- 
litionist. At the outbreak of the civil war 
he enlisted with the union forces and 
served with distinction, and was elected 
the first governor of Missouri following 
the war. He was inaugurated in 1865 and 
served until 1869, covering that eventful pe- 


‘riod of reconstruction. Mr. Fletcher was 


connected in a legal way with the south- 


“western branch of the Pacific railway, and 


this led him to divide his time between St. 
Louis and Washington until about ten 
years ago, when he established his home 
in Washington. Since then he practiced 
before the court of claims and in the de- 
partments and attended to his railroad 
business. ]

THE SINGLE TAX, 


Editor Evening Times: 


“Single Tiax’s’’ communication in re- 


ply to “H” in your issue of the 25th 
inst. adds nothin'g new to Mr. Mizgeett’s 
paper, which I -have very carefully 
read. On the conitrary, in ‘‘Sinigle T’ax’s’’ 
zeal to produce the ‘“‘cat,? ihe has let 
more of the cat out of the bag than 
may be good for his position. 


It is proposed by “Single Tax” ‘‘to | 


abolish all present forms of direct and 
indirect ‘taxation, except the tax upon 
the value of land, and at the same time 
to increase this tax until the entire 
state and national 
government is derived from 'this single 
source, or until the entire value of land 
is absorbed in taxa'tion.’ To this I 
made answer in my prior communica- 
tion as follows: “As I understand Mr. 
Miggett, the theory he advocates, if 
adopted, will leave the whiole burden of 
taxation upon the land values. The gov- 
ernment will receive no revenues from 
any other source except the land val- 
ues. Since all the revenue which is 
now derived from stocks, railway earn- 
ings, houses, moneys, licenses, et., will 
be withdrawn, the land will have to 
stand the deficit. This will make the 
tax on land so high that those who have 
vacant property will either have to 
build or give up the land to the public,” 
and I intimated that the revenues de- 
rived from this one source would be 
inadequate. “Single Tax” almost gives 
his case away when he states, ‘‘the main 
object of single taxer's is to abolish that 
mother of all monopolies, land monop- 
oly. That accomplished, the single 
taxer would willingly become a double 
taxer if the government required more 


revenue,” but adds that he thought the 


Single tax would be sufficient. 

It would hardly be wise to undertake 
so great a reform and revolution upon 
mere guess and theory. The present 
system of land titles is a transition from 
barbarism ‘to the highest phase of civ- 
flization. When society was in its 
crude state the sovereign owned all the 
land. He afterward parcelled it out to 
his warriors; they in their turn rented 
it out to others, who became their serfs. 
An enlightened age has forced these 
sovereigns and knights to deed over 
to the toilers of the soil and to their 
heirs, forever, certain portions of the 
soil, whieh ‘they could call their own, 
now and forever to be ‘transmitted to 
their children, so that their children 
snall never, henceforth, become slaves. 
This same struggle is still going on in 
Ireland. The single taxer would agiain 
throw us back into this barbarie sys- 
tem. It is true that some evils exist 
under the present system, but they are 
not of such a nature as to necessitate 
an uprooting of the present civilization 
and substituting an experimental one. 
are ‘comparatively 
harmless to the greater monopolies of 
combined capital. There can be no 
comparison between these two evils. 
During the past 10 years owners of land 
have been ground to the dust with 
taxes, and there are few who own va- 
cant land but would gladly sell it for 
the taxes they have paid the govern- 
ment the past 10 years. A man who has 
owned land the past 10 years has had 
no bonanza. The government has real- 
ized a revenue from these lands and the 
owners have writhed and twisted toa. 
Under the sin- 
gle tax theory these vacant lands would 


- have been a dead weight to the gov- 


ernment, for the money which has been 


realized would have to be added to the 


land values of improved property, which 
? | Now, the 
single taxer would add still greater bur- 
dens on the land and withdraw all 
taxes from, the great trusts and monied 
monopolies, “Consistency, thou art a 
jewel.” It is true that there are diffi 
culties in reaching the wealth of the

The announcement comes from. Lan- 
sing that the Michigan College of Mines, 
now iovated at Hougnton, may be re- 
moved to Ann Arpor and the buiiding 
thus vacated utilized for an upper pen- 
insular normal school. 

T'nis so.ution of the problem, which 
is very mucn more than a mere possi- 
bility, is the outgrowth of a rapidly in- 
creasing sentiment among the legisla- 
tors, especially the senators, against ap- 
propriating any more money for the 
maintenance of the College of Mines in 
its present location. A total of $144,000 
has taus far been appropriated for this 
institution since it was tounded, and it 
is asking this legislature for $110,000 
more. Very many of the legisiators 
who made the junketing trip tnarough 
tne upper peninsula last month have 
expressed the opinion that the state has 
paid altogether too dear for this waistle, 


and the conviction that Houghton anid |

Ab ds PLOPpOSCca Wy A ALA, VU 
abolish all present forms of direct and 
indirect ‘taxation, except the tax upon 
the value of land, and at the same time 
to increase this tax until the entire 
“revenue for local, state and national 
government is derived from 'this single 
source, or until the entire value of land 
is absorbed in taxation.” To this I 
made answer in my prior communica- 
tion as follows: ‘‘As I understand Mr. 
Miggett, the theory he advocates, if 
adopted, will leave the whole burden of 
taxation upon the land values. The gov- 
ernment will receive no revenues from 
any other source except the land val- 
ues. Since all the revenue which is 
now derived from stocks, railway earn- 
ings, houses, moneys, licenses, et., will 
be withdrawn, the land will have to 
stand the deficit. ‘Tihis will make the 
tax on land so high that those who have 
vacant property will either have to 
build or give up the land to the public,” 
and I intimated that the revenues de- 
rived from this one source would be 
inadequate. “Single Tax” almost gives 
his case away when he staltes, ‘‘the main 
object of single taxer's is to abolish that 
mother of all monopolies, land monop- 
oly. That accomplished, the single 
taxer would ‘willingly become a double 
taxer if the government required more 
revenue,” but adds that he thought the 
single tax would be sufficient. 

It would hardly be wise to undertake 
so great a reform and revolution upon 
mere guess and theory. Tle present 
system of land titles is a transition from 
barbarism ‘to the highest phase of civ- 
lization. When society was in its 
crude state the sovereign owned all the 
land. He afterward parcelled it out to 
his. warriors: they in their turn rented 
it out to others, who became their serfs. 
An enlightened age has forced these 
sovereigns and knighits to deed over 
to the toilers of the soil and to their 
heirs, forever, certain portions of the 
soil, whilch they could call their own, 
now and forever to be transmitted ito 
their children, so that their children 
snail never, henceforth, become slaves. 
This same struggle is still going on in 
Ireland. The single taxer would again 
throw us back into this barbaric sys- 
tem. It is true that some evils exist 
under the present system, but they are 
not of such a nature as to necessitate 
an uprooting of the present civilization 
and substituting an experimental one. 
-Land monopolies are ‘comparatively 
harmless to the greater monopolies of 
combined capital. There can be no 
comparison between these two evils. 
During the past 10 years owners of land 
have been ground to the dust with 
taxes, and there are few who own va- 
cant land but would gladly sell it for 
the taxes they have paid the govern- 
ment the past 10 years. A man who has 
owned land the past 10 years has had 
no bonanza. The government has real- 
ized a revenue from these lands and the 
owners have writhed and twisted to 
pay the taxes on them. Under the sin- 
gle tax theory these vacant lands would 
have been a dead weight to the gov- 
ernment, for the money which has been 
realized would have to be added to the 
land values of improved property, which 
‘has had all it could bear. Now,. the 
single taxer would add still greater bur- 
dens on the land and withdraw all 
taxes from the great trusts and monied 
monopolies. ‘‘Consistency, thou art a 
jewel.’ It is true that there are diffi- 
culties in reaching the wealth of the 
rich, ‘his ‘personal property, bonds, 
monies, etc., but the government does 
realize a large revenue from these 
sources, though not as much ‘it 
should, Now, the single taxer says thus: 
“You monopolies, you rich men, you 
are paying only about 30 per cent. of 
what you ought to pay. Now we will

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fixe you for your meanness, we 
will pass a law — sol that 
you needn’t pay anything here- 
after.” “To him who has more shall be 


added unto, but to him who has nothing 
that which he has shall also be taken 
from him,” and therefore, since the rich 
will not pay their share, the taxes 
which he does pay is given back to him 
and the shortage ïs added to the poor 
man’s burden by doubling the tax on 
his little home. 

A better method would be not to tax 
any home costing less than a thousand 
dollars; to tax all vacant land and all 
improvement's above one thousand dol- 
lars; tax all incomes above one thou- 


sand dollars; put a graded tax on all 


inheritances; elect assessors that will 
ferret out all personal property for tax- 
ation and punish some of those fellows 
who defraud the government by false 
returns. Other methods might be men- 
tioned, but space wont allow. 

“Single Tax” says that the govern- 
ment will not and should not receive, 
own or hold unoccupied land under the 
Single tax.” Will “S. TX 
owns the land after the owner fails to 
pay the taxes and no other private per- 
son or Corporation buys it for the taxes?

‘Marquette counties have combined to 


capture all the good things that are 
apportioned to the upper peninsuia from 
time to ‘time.

The legislators who favor the removal 
of the College of Mines to Ann Arbor 
and making it an adjunct of the Uni- 
versity, shaw conclusively that a well 
conducted Normal school can be main- 
tained at Houghton in the present build- 
ing for abou't $10,000 a year, The loca- 
tion is an ideal one. 

Attention is called to the fact that 
this little college, with only abiout 100 
students, is asking for $170,009, where- 
as all 'the University realizes from the 
one-sixth mill tax placed at its dis- 
‘posal is $186,000 a years The Univer- 
sity is now asking for a science hall, 
which is imperaiively needed, and the 
amount asked for by the upper penin- 
sula college would build and equip a 
science hall that would not have a su- 
perior in the country. The work done 
at the College of Mines could be made’ 
a part of the department of mechanical 
and mining engineering of the: Univer- 
sity ‘with but little additional 
It is cited that one of the best mining 
sollegeS in the world is conducted 
connection with Columbia college, and 
that the cost of living in Ann Arbor is 
much less than at Houghton. 

President Pro Tem Loomis and Sen- 
ators Graham, Brown, Sayre, Potter 
and Blakeslee are among the influential 
members of the upper house who favor 
the removal plan, and they are gatther- 
ing facts and figures to demonstrate the 
wisdom of the change, whilé Lieut.-Gov. 
Robinson, who resides in Houghton 
county, and Senator Wagar are oppos- 
ing it. ; 

“Tiwo years ago,” said Senator Gra- 
ham, “I favored making ‘this change, 
and I am thoroughly convinced ‘that it 
should be made. The College of Mines 
is asking for more money every year, 
and it would be wise to correct at once 
the error of locating it where it is.” 

Senator Brown, who is chairman of 
the committee on University, says he is 
getting’ together material to prove to 
the taxpayers that the removal should 
be made. The two institutions are now 
doing parallel work, the Houghton col- 
lege simpřy duplicating that done at 
Ann Arbor. The University, he says, 
has a better laboratory than they will 
ever have at Houghton. Although the 
friends of the latter schiool are always 
claiming the advantage of having the 
college located in the mining’ district, 
the fact is that the students do not have 
entrance to the Calumet & Hecla mine 
at all. Last year, he claimed, the stu- 
denits. spent every Saturday in some of 
the other mines, or only about 40 days 
all told. 

“We raise by taxation for the Univer- 
sity each year,” said Senator Potter, 
“the paltry sum of $180,000; and here 
comes this little ‘college with a reyuest 
for $170,000. Just compare the great 
University with 3,100 situdenits to the 
college with its. corporal’s guard of stu- 
dents. Why, with only two extra pro- 
fessors the college could be maintained 
with great credit to the state at Ann 
Arbor, and on this point I have collect- 
ed facts and figures which I submit to 
the appropriations’ committee when the 
college appropra'ttion bill comes before 
them. | 

Senator Blakeslee confessed to being 
one of the originators of the removal 
plan. “When I was in Houghton in Jan- 
uary,” he said, “I inspected the college 
and it looked to me as if it had not been 
run more than two or three months. i 
could not possibly see where the half 
million, dollars it had cost the taxpayers 
had gone.’’

SCORES THE “THE MEATS. 


Army Rations Are Denounced by 
Gov. Roosevelt. 


BEEF AT ITS BEST WAS UNPALATA3LE 


In Many Cases, He Declares, It Was 
Unfit for Food—Submitted Reports 
Which Have Evidently 
Been Suppressed. 


New York, March 27. — The army 
court of inquiry investigating the 
charges made by Gen. Miles that the 
beef furnished the soldiers in the 
Cuban and Porto Rican campaigns was 
unfit for use convened in this city Sat- 
urday. 

Upon his arrival Gov. Roosevelt 
shook hands with several members of 
the court and then took the stand, 
after Col. Davis had administered the 
oath. The governor described the or- 
ganization of the rough riders at San 
Antonio, Tex., and told of the issuance 
of rations. 

“When was the first complaint you 
heard of the rations?” asked Col. Davis. 

“May I answer that my own way?” 
asked the oksa 

“Certainly. nF 

“Well, it was aboard ship at Tampa, I 
saw a man—I think his name was Ash, 
I know he came from Kentucy—throw- 
ing away a can of the so-called roast 
beef. I asked him what was the mat- 
ter, and he said he could not eatit. I 
told him not to be a baby, and that he 
did not volunteer for a good time, and 
ought to be able io take what came. | 
thought no more of the matter until 
I heard that complaints were being 
made on all sides. Then I made inquir- 
ies and was told that the roast beef 
was part of the regular ration, and 
that only the volunteers were com- 
plaining. 

“I spoke to Col. Wood about it, and 
said it was the regular ration. Iate a 
mouthful or two myself, but I did not 
like it. I could not eatit.” | 

Gov. Roosevelt spoke of the issue of 
rations in Cuba and said that although 
he did not like the beef and his-men 
would not eat it, he never heard any- 
one say it was am “unfit ration.” He 
said when the can was opened there 
was a covering of slime. 

The Fresh Beef. 

In speaking of the fresh beef he said 
as a rule it was good. The outside was 
sometimes bad. He had never thought 


‘about its being treated with chemicals 
The meat 


until he returned home. 
seemed good, but it did undoubtedly 
give the men diarrhoea. He learned 
that some of the officers and men 
thought there was something wrong 
with the meat. When his men left Cuba 
less than 20 per cent. were fit for active 
service. 7 
The Embalmed Beef, 

Maj. Lee was about to ask a ques- 
when the governor interrupted to say 
he wished to speak of the talk of the 
“embalmed. beef.” 

“When we left Tampa,” he said, “two 
or three-quarters of beef were put 
aboard our ship. I was told to put itin 
the shade. I understood it was spe- 
cially treated for the tropics. It did 
not last, and a board of investigation de- 
cided to throw it overboard.” 

“Can you remember the brands or 
labels on the canned roast beef com- 
plained of, either that issued in Cuba or 
at Montauk?” asked Maj.

In 
the matter of attendance Ohio will un- 
doubtedly have to follow Michigan’s 
lead, as reports already received by the 
secretary give positive assurance of a 
very large attendance, more than 
double any previous meeting, and quite 
probable the largest state meeting ever 
held in the West.

Detroit.” Ypsilanti also seems to þe re- 
viving her whist interest, and according 
to the best informattion obtainable will 
have a large representation of both 
ladies and gentlemen.

Railroad fares of one and one-third 
fare, on the certificate plan, have been 
Full fare tickets to Detroit 
are to be purchased and a certificate 
demanded from the ticket agent when 
buying the ticket, which will enttiitle 
‘the purchaser to @ one-third fare on 
return trip; provided only that one 
hundred ‘tickets are presented to sec- 
retary of M. W. A. for countersignine. 
To make certain of the one hundred 
certificates necessary to secure the rate, 
it is hoped that all whlisters, both la- 
dies and gentlemen, will buy tickets 
and secure the certificates instead of 
using mileage. It is advisable at each 
railroad point to see to it a few days in 
advance that the ticket agent iis pro- 
vided with these certificates.

Gov. Roosevelt said he had submitted 
reports regarding the rations through 
the regular army channels in July, and 
again on September 10. These reports 
were omitted from the published rec- 
ords of the war department, but were 
to be printed, so he said, in the next 
report. 

Maj. Lee applied to the court to or- 
der a copy of Gov. Roosevelt’s report, 
to be made a part of the minutes of the 
proceedings. 

Gen. Wade ruled in compliance with 
the motion, and Gov. Roosevelt said that 
there were some supplementary re- 
ports to the report of September 10, 
which he considered very important. 

“They include,” he said, “the state- 
ments of two captains, four lieutenants, 
a surgeon and Capt. Brown, of the reg- 
ular service.” 

Utterly Unfit as a Ration. 

“Will you tell us,” said Maj. Lee, 
“what, in your opinion, is the value of 
the canned roast beef issued at Cuba 
and elsewhere, as an army ration?” 

“I wish to say, unhesitatingly, that 
it was utterly unfit and unwholesome 
for troops. My experience proves be- 
yond a shadow of doubt or question, 
that at its best the canned roast beef 
was unpalatable, and at its worst it 
was uneatable and unwholesome.”’ 

No one had any further questions to 
ask the governor. and. the hearing was 
closed.
